Kennedy Blasts Kissinger On 
Aid To South Vietnam Policy 
WASHINGTON ( UP I ) — 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger says even though 
there is no formal treaty, the 
United States is committed to 
providing South Vietnam what­ 
ever it needs for self-defense. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., who elicited the policy 
declaration, released it here 
Sunday. Kennedy said it “dis­ 
tressed** 
him 
because 
“it 
> hatters the hope that we could 
finally disengage” from direct 
involvement in Vietnam. 
In. a letter dated March 25, 
Kissinger said the administra 
tion considers it is committed 
to 
continued 
military 
and 
economic support of South 
Vietnam —both by the Paris 
agreement he helped negotiate 
a year ago to end the war there 
as well as by “our long and 
deep involvement in Vietnam.” 
“We have thus committed 
ourselves very substantially, 
both politically and morally,” 
the Kissinger declara tion said;,. 
“We believe it is important that 
we continue our support as long 
as it is needed." 
‘The United States has no 
bilateral written commitment 
to the government of the 
Republic of Vietnam," Kissing­ 
er 
said, 
“However, as a 
signatur of the aPris agreement 
.. the United States committed 
itself to strengthening the 
conditions which made the 
cease-fire possible and to the 
goal of the South Vietnamese 
people’s right to' self-determina­ 
tion. With these commitments 
in mind, v * continue to provide 
to Uic Republic of Vietnam the 


means necessary for its self- 
defense and for its economic 
viability.” 
Kennedy said, “Apparently 
the administration now views 
the Paris agreement ... as 
creating new American com­ 
mitments to South, Vietnam. 
From presumed commitments 
under the SEATO Treaty, the 
Gulf of Tonkin Resolution and 
the President's power to protect 
our troops, uc have now moved 
to ‘commitments’ under the 
Pans agreement —which was 
not submitted to the Senate as 
a treaty.”

Set the batter w ith the wooden spoon in it. in 
a closed vessel half filled with w ater 
moderately hot. but not scalding Keep the 
temperature as near even as possible Add a 
teaspoonful of flour once or twice during the 
fermentation. 
The yeast ought to reach to the top of the 
bowl in about five hours Sift your flour into a 
pan, make an opening in the center and pour 
in your yeast. Have a pitcher of warm, milk, 
salted, or milk and water mot too hot or you 
will scald the yeast germs» stir rapidly into a 
pulpy mass with a spoon. Cover this sponge 
closely and keep warm for an hour, then 
knead into loaves. Add flour to make it the 
right consistency Place in well greased pans, 
cover, and leave until it is light Bake in a 
steady oven and when done, let all the hot 
steam escape.

Freeze May Have Badly Hurt 
Bulb-Flowers For 2 Years 


Bv ROY D GILL 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I I — 
Tulips and other early plants 
produced from bulbs may have 
been damaged so badly by this 
Aeek's freeze they will not flow­ 
er this year or next year, an 
expert has said. 
Phillip Carpenter, extension 
horticulturist at Purdue Univer­ 
sity, confirmed. Wednesday that 
this will be a “silent spring” 
for early flowers over much of 
freeze-stricken Indiana. 
As for bulb flowers—tulips, 
daffodils, 
narcissus, 
hyacinth 
and 
others—if 
leaves 
show 
damage,, it’s pretty certain the 
plants will produce no flowers 
this season. 


The 
question 
is, 
Carpenter, 
said, whether they will produce 
flowers in 1975 Damage might 
be severe enough to weaken the 
bulbs so they do not flower next 
year, either 
Carpenter «aid in a telephone 
interview that the whole gamut 
of spring flowers—those produc­ 
ed from bulbs or roots or woody 
plants like trees and shrubs— 
suffered varying damage. 
But he said that while early 
flowering 
plants 
may 
have 
been ruined for their ornamen­ 
tation this year, the plants were 
not likely to have been killed 
and will come back next year 
as if nothing had happened. 
Carpenter said magnolias in 
the far south gave their owners 
a few days of blooming beauty 
before the freeze ruined t h e 
4-H Club

But this will, not prevent t h e 
leaves which follow from devel­ 
oping normally. 
Redbuds Are Ruined 
Azaleas, rhododendron® a. n d 
other flowering plants also were 
believed to have been damaged 
considerably, Carpenter said. 
Carpenter gave a rule of them 
to help people in trying to assess 
the freeze damage to plants in 
their own yards. 
“The dam age should be in 
view by now on buds.” he said. 
“ If the buds look norm al they 
probably will so ahead and de­ 
velop If they have c h a n g e d 
color, they are damaged ” 
Carpenter said redbud trees in 
the north part of the state may 
flower near norm,ally, dogwood, 
too. But if the buds of these 
trees were showing any color, 
they probably have been ruined. 
The zero, near zero and below 
zero temperatures in themselves 
were not responsible for t h e 
damage 
to 
plants. 
Carpenter 
said. The culprit was the exces­ 
sive warm weather Indiana ex- 
perienceed back in the first 10 
days of March. 
No Bright Side 
“ Everything was too far ad­ 
vanced when the severe c o l d 
came.” he said. “The season 
was just too far ahead of nor­ 
mal to prevent damage.” 
Asked if there was anything 
good about the freeze as far as 
ornamental, plants is 'Concerned, 
such as wiping out insect pests 
and plant diseases, Carpenter 
said sadly: 
“I wish there were a bright 
side to this situation, but I’m 
afraid there isn’t. I fear t h e 
insect pests will be with us in 
their usual numbers.”

Roosevelt is that the generous 
someone is a student at the 
school, even though Roosevelt 
President Dr.. Rolf Weil said he 
did not know of any students 
with $10,000 to give away. 
Weil said he doesn’t particu­ 
larly care to know. Whoever 
the someone is, he said, the 
money 
is 
welcome 
and 
he 
admires its source. 
• The greatest generosity is 
that which come* anonymous­ 
ly," he said. 
Foreign Student Need 
One thing is apparent. The he 
—or she —sending the money 
has 
the 
welfare 
of 
foreign 
students at Roosevelt, a down­ 
town “ subway” school designed 
primarily for Chicago youths, 
most at heart. 
The 
d i r e c t i o n s relayed 
through 
the 
law 
firm 
have 
specified that at least 90 per 
cent of the money should go to 
foreign students who can show 
genuine need. And that is the 
way it has been spent. 
Weil doubted the benefactor 
was foreign, however. 
“ Rumor 
has 
it 
that 
the 
student is 
an American stu­ 
dent,” he said, 
perhaps one 
who 
has made 
friends with 
fellow residents at the univer­ 


sity’s Herman Crown residence 
hall. 
Weil said the money started 
coming in the form of $30,000 
last 
July... 
The 
gift 
merely 
stipulated 
that 
it

spent on foreign students. 
Weil and other administrators 
got a further inkling March 7 
when 
a 
courier from 
Elson, 
Lassers & Wolff showed up with 
a letter. 
It started, “It is my pleasure

University a gift of $100.000 and 
that

remain anonymous.”

Atached were two stock 
certificates worth. $34,000.

The report said a March 1

plant 78,8 million acres of com, 
up 10 per cent last year. The 
forecast was unchanged from a 
■January survey which later led 
department experts to forecast 
that corn production could go 
from last year’s 5.6 billion bush­ 
els to a record 6.7 billion bush­ 
els in 1974. 


Government econom ists have 
been counting on that potential 
big com crop—which is 549 íit¿* 
lion bushels above their fore­ 
casts of demand in the 1974-75 
season—to ease corn prices off 
the current $3 a bushel level. 
Experts have said lower prices 
for corn—a key raw ingredient 
for 
meat, 
'poultry, 
eggs 
and. 
milk—will 
help 
stimulate 
in­ 
creased livestock production and 
bring consumer food p r i c e s 
down later this year. 


In wheat, counting the winter 
crop seeded last fall and the 
spring wheat still to be planted, 
the report indicated a total of 
70.7 million acres, 20 per cent 
above 
a. 
year 
earlier. 
Until 
now, officials have been project­ 
ing a record 2.1 billion bushel 
crop compared with last year’s 
1.7 billion bushel record. 


The survey indicated agricul­ 
ture officials may have to trim 
their earlier soybean, forecasts.

Vinyl, cotton and nylon all 
give good protection, but before 
buying an umbrella, you should 
open it and hold it up to the 
light to make sure the fabric 
is densely woven. This will also 
help you to spot any breaks in 
the weave, thin spots, or 
pinholes in the fabric that 
usually mean you'll get dripped 
on. Remember, too, that each 
fabric has its own advantage: 
Only vinyl is 100 per cent 
waterproof, so it keeps you 
driest; nylon and polyester are 
lighter-weight and dry more 
quickly. Cotton, on the other 
hand, tends to reproduce color 
and pattern best, so cotton 
umbrellas

The catch on an umbrella 
"hould open and close smoothly, 
so test it several times to see 
if it does. At the same time, 
check to see that the fabric is 
stitched securely to the ribs of 
the umbrella and that the tips 
are firmly attached to the ends 
of the ribs. It’s best to buy 
a well-made umbrella that 
won’t need fixing.

The spread of an opened

Ribs on men's umbrellas 
are usually 25”-26”, and on 
telescopic ones, 18”.

Leave an umbrella open to 
dry, since the frame may rust 
if you don't. And since cleaning 
one can be more trouble than 
it’s worth, avoid keeping um­ 
brellas in grimy spots such as 
a theater floor or a car trunk.
